A PERSONAL TRIBUTE TO 
THE LATE F. W. PHILLIPS 


By Rev. W. H. Moss. 

In my twelve years in the 
Christian ministry I have had 
no co-laborer more thoroughly 
heart and sou! behind the work 
of Christ. Always to be de- 
pended upon, conscientious in 
the performance of tasks as- 
signed, aflame with love for his 
Master, zealous in soul-winning, 
constantly on the alert for prac- 
tical ways of rendering service, 
this brother in Christ was one 
upon whom I learned to depend 
for counsel and support,—and 
increasingly co as time went on. 
Broad in his interests, well read 
in Scripture, jealous for the pre- 
gress of the Kingdom of God, 
he was a stimulus and an in- 
spiration to me in my puipit 
work. Fond cf wholesome fun 
quick with apt repartee, pos- 
sessed of the student-mind, with 
a good memory for interesting 
facts and a keenness for gaining 
new knowledge, he was a de- 
lightful companion. In partner- 
ship with Mrs. Phillips there 
was maintained a home of 
friendliness and hospitality such 
as one seldom meets; and to 
have breathed its rare atmos- 
phere will ever remain one of 
our happy memories. For hob- 
bies he studied flowers, birds 
and the woods; and it was a joy 
to have him as tutor in the lore 
of natural life on the occasions 
when we tramped the woods to- 
gether. He could compose poetry 
and prose with a facility which 
I admired. A recent accomplish- 
ment of spare moments snatched 
between other activities was the 
writing for the Church papers 
of a number of articles which 
have been accepted for publica- 
tion and will appear during the 
coming months, 

His last day was character- 
istic, and if he had known that 
it was his last he need not have 
lived it otherwise. He talked 
that morning of two definite 
pieces of Christian service to be 
undertaken in the community, 
and we were to discuss these 
at further length after lunch. 
Steps to promote one of these 
were to be taken that very 
afternoon. As the dog had not 
been invited and ths party would 
not be considered complete with- 
out him, a special trip had to be 
made back to the house for him. 
Thirty minutes before he died, 
as we were undressing for a 
swim, he was speaking about 
Christ and how He works in the 
human heart, and in the same 
breath with which he spoke of 
this lofty theme, he called at- 
tention to the beauty of a wild 
strawberry growing amidst the 
grass. Religion was a natural, 
normal, constant experience. 

For having known fairly in- 
timately such a choice spirit I 
must always remain grateful 
and be a better person. Al- 
though his body is not with us 
now, it seems that his soul, he 
himself, is right here in our 
midst, giving cheer and counsel 
and encouragement.

Thus 
again proving that banks, as they have 
been doing since the days of the gold- 
smiths, had issued more receipts than 
they had tangible wealth for

“It was a system that originated in 
fraud. a system which issued more 
receipts than it had tangible wealth 
or gold coin for, always on the as- 
sumption. which is generally true, that 
all receipts would not be presented 
for payment at the same time But 
it did not work when everybody 
exercised their legal right to draw 
their gold 


“Now the point is, since that system 


worked up to a certain time, what was 
the basis on which the additional re- 
ceipts were issued’ The basis upon 
which these were issued was the 
wealth of the genera! mmmunity—of 
real wealth—or demands for payment 
by the general community of real 
wealth. The real wealth does not be- 
long to the people who issue the re- 
ceipts, although the receipts are issued 
as the property of the issuers, and 
not as the property of the owners of 
real wealth for which they are a de- 


mand. 

“Bo we see the community can pro- 
duce an abundance of wealth but 
cannot produce one cent of purchasing 
power. Finance is the high god to 
whom all must pay tribute. It is the 
sole owner of the means of produc- 
tion of the ships or tokens by which 
route the great mass can only obtain 
bread. The people who contro) finance 
few in number it is true, have dele-

“There is so much delusion today in 
respect to the powers and rights of 
the people of this country that time 
and space will not permit me to 
enumerate further, but let us get down 
to Social Credit. 

“Whaet is Social Credit? How does 
it function? In the first place, let me 
say that Social Credit does offer to the 
people of Alberta something definite 
and concrete. It can and will lead 
Alberta out of the economic chaos in 
which she is wallowing today. And 
let me warn you not to stumble over 
the simplicity of Social Credit. 

“We have today solved our problem 
of production by the use of modern 
machinery, but we have not arrived 
at a method of distribution, and it is| 
at this vital point Social Credit plays 
its greatest part. If we can distribute 
to consumers the goods we can pro-| 


duce, then we will have gone a long 
way in solving our problem, because 
the only value there is to any com- 


modity is when it goes into consump- | 
uon. 

“Social Credit therefore works from 
the consumers’ end to the producers’. 

“Social Credit will work very much 
as our present banking system does, 
Le. @ book-keeping system. 

‘What happens today when you go 
to the bank to borrow money? Let us

“You need $1,000, so you go to the 
| bank and tell the banker how much 

property you have, and if he thinks 
he can get $1,000 out of it without

blank cheques. After you leave his 
office he instructs the clerk to put 
your name at the top of a sheet of 
|} paper called a ledger, and on the 
credit side the clerk places some 
figures, in this cage 1,000. You begin 
using those figures (not money) by 


writing figures on those blank’ cheques 
and when you have written figures 
totalling 1,000 you stop. The cheques 
«0 back to the bank and balance the 
other side of the ledger and the entire 
has thus far not involved 
« single dollar, It has simply been « 
case of keeping books. But at the end 
of the year you must find some place 
or other $1,000 in aetual money and

book of non-negotiable certificates 
similar to a blank cheque. 

“This credit loan is given to every 
producer in the province, and the 
wheels of industry begin to hum to 
the tune of full capacity, creating em- 
ployment and thereby almost elim- 
inating the unemployment situation. 

“The only avenue today by which 
purchasing power gets into the hands 
of the consumer is through wages, 
commissions, dividends, etc. But in 


which uses up, let us say 15% of the 
the goods produced on the shelves be- 


in the hands of the consumers. 

“Social Credit fills this breach by 
giving to every bona fide citizen of the 
province a Basic Dividend sufficient 
for food, clothing and shelter. This 
will at all times be sufficient, coupled 
with wages, salaries, commissions, etc., 
to purchase all the goods we can 
produce, thus equating production with 
consumption. This Basic Dividend is 
the first great principle of Social 
Credit. 

“The second principle is a continu- 
ous flow of credit, 

“We have had instilled into us for 
generations the necessity of saving, 
Social Credit says you must not 
save but spend every last cent you 
get. This is compulsory and is done 
in two ways: 

“1. Basic Dividends are given_every 
month and must be spent every month. 

“You will recall that Social Credit 
is a bookkeeping system, and you have 
entered to your credit every month in 
the credit house, let us say, $25. If 
you only spend §20, the account is 
closed and you have not got the other 
$5 to spend. I can imagine what you 
would do the next monia. 

“2. Your income from any other 
source, such as salaries, wages, etc., 
is slightly different. Instead of having 
to spend it each month it must be all 
spem by the last day of the year. 
Then some one says, “That will never 
do, because I want to save a little to 
take a trip next year, or possibly 
some young fellow here tonight has 
fallen victim to 4 pair of beautiful 
blue eyes and wants to save some 


bond bearing 4% interest, so you buy 
a bond for $500 maturing at any time 
you wish. 

“Now I said a moment ago that in- 
terest would be entirely eliminated 
under Social Credit, and now I say 
the province is going to pay you 4%. 
This is done very easily without in- 
terest. 

“When you buy your bond the prov-| 
ince immediately pays you $20 (being 
4% on $500), thus leaving a balance 
of $480. This is equally divided to 
every citizen and sent out as increased 
Basic Dividends. This money passes 
around through the retailer to the 
wholesaler, to the producer, and back 
to the provincial credit house, and is 
there waiting for you when you) 
present the bond for payment. Thus) 
you see there has been no increase in} 
the original amount. 


“It simply means, if you are not| 
going to circulate this $500 the rest of 
the people must, because it represents 
$500 worth of goods that must be 
bought. 

“Thus Social Credit keeps the pur- 
chasing power continually flowing in 
a perfect cycle. 

“The third and last principle in this 
great and simple system is what is 
called the Just Price. 

“It will no doubt have appeared to 
many of you that Social Credit is 
simply an inflation similar to that now 
practiced by the banking system; but 
you all know what inflation and de- 
fiation does to prices, and here Social 
Credit brings in this third principle, 
which entirely changes <his situation, 

“How does this Just Price control 
prices? How is it arrived at? 

“Kindly let me digress a little by 
way of exp'anation, 

“Today we are laboring under a 
huse profit system, which I might say 
is 4 necessity. 

“A few years back I Luint a lot of 
midnight oil figuring out mil! rates 
for taxation and this is how it is done: 
We would estimate the amount of 
money required, then multiply it by 
three, so that if one-third of the people 
could pay thelr taxes, there would be 
sufficient funds in the treasury to 
carry out the year’s business. 

“Now the profit system is just the 


same. Business men must get huge 
profits in order that they may get 
sufficient from those who can pay 


their bills to be able to carry those 
whe cannot. 

“Would it aot be much better if all 
the people were in @ position to pay 
al] the taxes and billie? You will im- 


could operate under the Just Price and 
make more actual profit than they 
make today. 

“There are several things which en- 
ter into the Just Price. 


“1, The actual cost of production. 

“2. A fair commission to the pro- 
ducer, 

“3. A fair commission on turnover 
to the wholesaler and retailer. 

“For example: Suppose it cost the 
farmer 6) cents per bushel to produce 
and he gets 15 cents per bushel com- 
mission, wheat would never sell any- 
where in the province for more than 
75 cents, 

“This may sound rather strange to 
you that wheat could never sell for 
more than 75 cents in Alberta, But 
it may sell for less. 

“Suppose one-third of the farmers 
held their wheat, hoping that next year 
the Just Price would be $1., what 
would be the effect? The automatic 
price control would lower the price 
one-third for the next year because 
we would have an artificial surplus. 
In this way the farmer would be in- 
duced to sell his wheat the same year 
as he produced it. The same prin- 
ciple holds true of all other commodi- 
ties. 

“On the other hand, if wheat on 
the outside market was only 60c per 
bushel the farmer in Alberta would 
sell outside for that price and the 
province would pay him the difference 
between the outside market and the 
Just Price, thus guaranteeing to the 
farmer a fair profit on every bushel 
he produced. This difference would 
be levied on all imports imported for 
that wheat and thus would be paid by 
all, which would reduce it to almost 
insignificance. 

“L have endeavored to give you 
briefly the general machinery by which 
Social Credit operates. Much more 
might be said in detail, but time and 
space are limited. 

“But one thing I wish to impress 
upon those of you who have been for- 
tunate enough to have escaped the 
ravages of the depression, rest as-
